It  was  planted  on  the  Fort  Hays  Branch 
Experiment  Station  Farm,  Hays,  Kansas,  in  1912.  It  is 
now  26  years  of  age,  approximately  50  feet  in  height  and  in 
the  prime  of  rigor  and  health.  It  has  withstood  the  droughts, 
the  heat  and  cold  and  the  wind  and  hail  of  the  past  26  years, 
as  well  as  the  grasshopper  invasion  of  1936,  and  is  still 
growing  rigorously
